POINTERS FOR HALLOWE’EN. 

Keep in mind Hallowe’en, which is begin¬ 
ning to offer the bookseller a good oppor¬ 
tunity to dispose of some very profitable 
side lines. A number of manufacturers have 
already placed on the market a variety of at¬ 
tractive novelties on which the dealer may be 
sure of a good profit; but in addition to the 
conventional things manufactured by others, 
and which are handled by every other dealer, 
each bookseller should put on his thinking 
cap and invent novelties of his own. There 
is a pumpkin pie, for example—very attrac¬ 
tive—which requires simply a tin dish, some 
crinkly brown paper for the crust, and a 
stuffing of diminutive souvenirs which every 
bookseller keeps on hand, tied with a lot 
of string. With helpful suggestions such 
as this and others, at this time of the year, to 
the mothers and daughters on the lookout for 
surprises for their parties during the winter, 
the bookseller will make for himself many 
friends and customers for everything that 
goes into the making of the souvenirs sug¬ 
gested. Even if the customer later under¬ 
takes to appropriate the bookseller’s ideas he 
will very likely need paper, string, glue and the 
other paraphernalia required. Let the book¬ 
seller invite the co-operation of his family 
and that of the girls in the store—he will no 
doubt draw out enough ideas to keep him 
busy for a year. 


Nature will also supply material for Hal 
lowe’en and Thanksgiving, in the stalks and 
ears of corn, pumpkins, etc., for decoration. 
A few years ago Horace Jackson, of Bridge¬ 
port, Conn., cornered a lot of pumpkins, 
which, when displayed in his w r indow just 
before Thanksgiving Day proved a profitable 
attraction—the pumpkins went off “like hot 
cakes,” and the store was kept full with shop¬ 
pers all day and late into the evening. 

And lastly don't forget the post-card ap¬ 
propriate to the season, and the thousand and' 
one little conceits and knick knacks which 
are waiting to be “rung in” on any or every 
occasion. If they don’t sell this month they 
are bound to go off next month or any time. 
They will, at any rate, never grow stale. 


“ENCLOSURES.” 

The Boorum & Pease Company, the well- 
known blank book manufacturers, hereafter 
propose to handle “enclosures” on the plan- 
outlined in the following circular addressed' 
bv them to their customers: 

“The enclosure business with us has grown' 
to such an extent that it is impossible to- 
handle it with out present force. We, there¬ 
fore, have decided to add sufficient help tO' 
properly care for this work, and beg to an¬ 
nounce to the trade than on and after Sep¬ 
tember 1 we will be prepared to receive in- 
our shipping department all enclosures that 
any of our friends want to have forwarded to 
us, giving,proper receipt for same. 

“We will arrange to forward these pack¬ 
ages in good order, subject, of course, to the 
regular transportation risks. For this work 
we propose to make a nominal charge which, 
for the present, will be as follows: Packages 
about size 8 x 10, 5 cents; packages about 
size 10x15, 10 cents; packages about size 
15x25, 15 cents; and larger packages 25: 
cents and up according to size, weight, etc. 
This will include boxing, cartage, etc. 

“If after closely following the cost of 
handling these enclosures for a given period,, 
it is found that these charges are too high 
or too low, we will change accordingly, as 
it is not our intention to make this depart¬ 
ment a source of profit, hut simply an ac¬ 
commodation to the trade, insuring more 
prompt and careful deliveries than we have 
heretofore been able to give.” 

Year by year, as trade expands, and the 
demands upon wholesalers and jobbers be¬ 
come greater, the forwarding of “enclosures’” 
has become more and more burdensome and 
expensive, so that the time is at hand when 
those who profit by the accommodation must 
face the problem of bearing their share of the 
cost. The plan adopted by the Boorum & 
Pease Company seems a simple and just one- 
to all concerned, and will no doubt be gen¬ 
erally adopted. 
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THE NEW HOME OF THE AMERICAN 
BAPTIST PUBLICATION SOCIETY. 

The new home of the American Baptist 
Publication Society, the Roger Williams 
Building, Philadelphia, was formally opened 
with appropriate ceremonies, September 29. 
The store of the Society, occupying the 
entire first floor and mezzanine floor of the 
building, was beautifully decorated, and, with 
its well-arranged displays of Bibles, books, 
'Sunday-school supplies, gift designs, etc., was 
a constant attraction during the entire day 
for the many who thronged its aisles. Its 
mezzanine alcoves were crowded by the ap¬ 
preciative guests, and their homelike ar¬ 
rangement won high encomiums. Visitors 
from Philadelphia and its suburbs gave en¬ 
thusiastic welcome to the new store with its 
many and unusual advantages, and opinion 
was freely expressed that a new r era in local 
book selling had been inaugurated. It was 
the generally voiced opinion that no greater 
or more attractive book display has ever been 
made in this country than is made by the well- 
filled tables and easily reached shelves of this 
new store, supplemented by the tasteful dis¬ 
plays in its six large show windows. 

Public services were held in the assembly 
room on the second floor at 3 and 8 p.m. 
In the afternoon addresses were made by 
^representatives of the religious publishing 
TTouses and boards of Philadelphia; in the 
evening, by EL L. Morehouse. D.D., repre¬ 
senting the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society; J. F. Elder, D.D., of the American 
Baptist Missionary Union; and R. J. Willing¬ 
ham, D.D., representing the Foreign Board 
of the Southern Baptist Convention. 

The general arrangement of the building 
won high praise from all who inspected it, 
and the unanimous opinion that the Society 
had not only made a profitable investment, 
but had. as well, erected a structure that 
would long be an honor to the city and to the 
denomination. 

THE ROGER WILLIAMS BUILDING. 

The new building of the American Baptist 
Publication Society is finely located on the 
corner of two prominent streets—Chestnut 
and Seventeenth—in Philadelphia, and is an 
honor to the denomination it represents. The 
ground area is forty-four by one hundred 
and twenty-two feet, and the height is seven 
stories. The frame is steel, with walls to the 
second floor of granite; above this light Kit¬ 
tanning brick, with terra-cotta facings. 

The ground floor and basement are occu¬ 
pied by the sales and shipping departments of 
the Society. On the second floor are located 
the executive, business, missionary and edi¬ 
torial offices, with board room and an assem¬ 
bly hall with seating capacity of two hundred 
and fifty. 

The upper five floors arc given to general 
office uses, and are rented to an exceptional 
class of tenants, including many representa¬ 
tives of denominational interests. 

The building is thoroughly equipped with 
all modern appliances and, with its location 
in an advancing business centre, a steady 
appreciation in its value is assured for years 
io come. 


SUMMARY OF THE WORK OF THE SOCIETY. 

Commemorating the formal opening of its 
new home, the American Baptist Publication 
Society has issued an attractive brochure of 
sixty-four pages, handsomely illustrated, en¬ 
titled “After Eight Decades.” 

This is illustrative and descriptive of the 
new building and comprises, as well, the com¬ 
prehensive story of the Society from its mod¬ 
est beginning, in 1824, as the “Baptist Gen¬ 
eral Tract Society,” through the eighty-odd 
years, to its praiseworthy proportions of to¬ 
day. Step by step is briefly traced the up¬ 
building of its fortunes, and the story of its 
trials and successes is faithfully told by the 
pen of the impartial writer. 

Originally formed for the publication and 
dissemination of tracts, which at that time 
“constituted nearly all the religious literature 
of the day,” the earlier years of the Society 
were confined to this work, and it was not 
until 1840 that book publication was begun; 
but type-setting and presswork were done by 
others, and the small venture, though earnest¬ 
ly made, gave no promise of the greatness of 
the future. Through the national panics the 
steady growth of the Society is carefully 
traced, and credit duly given to those whose 
guidance proved so sure and successful. 
Chief among these is worthily named Benja¬ 
min Griffith, D.D., whose strong hand held 
the helm for more than thirty-six years— 
from 1857 to 1893. 

The record of the missionary and Bible work 
of the Society fills the most important chap¬ 
ter. First in colportage, the carrying forward 
of this most efficient work—from the “toil¬ 
some stretches across sun-scorched prairies 
and through pathless hills” to the commo¬ 
dious chapel cars—is portrayed in a manner 
that holds the interest and never grows tire¬ 
some. Touching tribute is paid to the mem¬ 
ory of “the great missionary of the West,” 
John Mason Peck, D.D.. to whom the or¬ 
ganization of this forceful means was chiefly 
due. 

The results of the work of this department 
are carefully epitomized, telling the millions 
of Bibles, books, and tracts distributed, the 
millions helped toward the truth ; the pastors, 
students, and schools aided, the churches in¬ 
stituted, and how one-half of the Sunday- 
schools in the denomination owe their organ¬ 
ization to this branch of the Society’s work. 

The gradual growth of the book publica¬ 
tion business to its present volume is shown, 
as is also the steady increase of the Society’s 
periodicals, with their careful editing, both 
in number and circulation. 

In closing the sketch of the Society in 
“After Eight Decades,” the writer says; “As 
the Society passes the milestone of 1908, a 
brief retrospect of the work and growth of 
the Publishing Department during the past 
eighty-odd years is interesting and instruc¬ 
tive. During the first fifty years of its exist¬ 
ence the total receipts were $3,062,038.85; for 
the next twenty-five years, $11,291,351.69; 
since then, $6,230,737.49; making the total re¬ 
ceipts from the founding of the Society until 
the close of the past fiscal year, (March 31, 
T908,) $20,584,128.03. During this period the 
Publishing Department has contributed many 
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thousands of dollars to the Bible and Mis¬ 
sionary Departments, and, in addition, has 
paid all the expenses of administration of 
these departments: Every dollar in any way 
received for benevolent and missionary work 
has been expended directly upon and in the 
•field. Paying all it's own expenses, the Pub¬ 
lishing Department’s gifts, through different 
channels, to the denomination amount to an 
average yearly value of $30,000. 

“Above all this, and despite the demoraliza¬ 
tion that has prevailed throughout the book 
trades for a number of years, the net assets 
of the Publishing Department have risen 
from the zero beginning to the present total 
of $970,112.17.”

Mr. Sunday objected because the 
book did not contain a full report of his ser¬ 
mons, and lie also discovered that he could 
make some money by publishing a book him¬ 
self, and therefore he made arrangements 
with the men who published the book to sup¬ 
press the edition. 

Then “Billy” Sunday came to our office in 
a very modest way,, paid us the remainder of 
■our bill and asked that we sell the plates and 
printed sheets on hand and send him a check 
for the proceeds , which we did, but there 
was no plate smashing or any other acrobatic 
■exercises. 

Some sensational reporter who was prob¬ 
ably getting a penny a line for the stuff he 
wrote conceived this nonsensical story and 
sold it to some of the yellow journals in Chi¬ 
cago and elsewhere who are constantly look¬ 
ing for sensationalism of this character. 

We think you will agree with its that it is 
unfortunate that newspapers allow so much 
publicity to fanatical, evangelical enthusiasts 
who attempt to place religion on a “circus 
clown” basis.

A QUESTION OF PUBLISHING PROPRIETY. 
To the Editor of The Publishers' Weekly. 

Sir: May I, as the authorized biographer 
of the late Thomas Bailey Aldrich, call at¬ 
tention to what seems to me a breach of 
publishing propriety in a volume entitled' 
“Poems of Thomas Bailey Aldrich,” just 
issued by Thomas Y. Crowell &. Company. 
This volume, which is announced by its pub¬ 
lishers as “a new collected edition,” is com¬ 
posed of the contents of five ; of Aldrich’s 
first six volumes of verse, all written before 
he was thirty years old. It contains 152 
pieces, of which 121 were discarded by the 
poet from his own collected editions, the 
Household and the Riverside; while of the 
31 pieces that were retained by him the text 
of many has been so thoroughly revised that 
the earlier and cruder forms are scarcely 
recognizable by those who have known them 
in later and legitimate editions. There are 
in Aldrich’s collected Poetical Works 230 
poems. There are, therefore, 199 of these, 
embodying the poet’s most mature and finest 
work, not to be found in this “new collected 
edition,” though the publishers have made 
amends for this deficiency by printing several 
pieces twice. 

The ethical question of the right of such 
a piece of book-making to masquerade as a 
“new collected edition” I do not raise; but as 
to the propriety of representing, without ex¬ 
planation or apology, the most fastidious of 
American poets by a compilation of his dis¬ 
carded juvenilia there can be, I think, no two 
minds.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Frank Squier, of the wholesale paper firm 
of Perkins & Squier, died on Friday, Septem¬ 
ber 25, at his residence, 32 Prospect Park 
West, Brooklyn, N. Y. When Mr. Squier 
was abroad during the summer he suffered 
from a paralytic stroke, but the immediate 
cause of his death was pneumonia. Mr. 
Squier was born at Charlton, N. Y., sixty- 
eight years ago, and was a descendant of an¬ 
cestors of renown in Puritan and Revolu¬ 
tionary history. After an education in Poult- 
ney, Vt., he taught school at first; then came 
to New York City and entered the employ of 
the stationery firm of J. :Q. Preble & Co. 
Some years later he went to the wholesale 
paper firm of Perkins, Goodwin & Co., and 
after thirty-eight years was taken into the 
firm in 1881. In 1905 he became a partner in 
the wholesale paper firm of Perkins & Squier, 
a position he held to the end. Mr. Squier 
was a man of varied interests and pronounced 
public spirit. He was devoted to art, painted 
as a pastime and was one of the prime movers 
in the organization of the Brooklyn Art Club, 
of which he was treasurer. For many years 
he was head of the Park Department of 
Brooklyn, and many of the beauties of Pros¬ 
pect Park were of his planning and carried 
out under his administration. 

Professor Frank Parsons, of the Boston 
University, died in Boston on September 26. 
Professor Parsons was born November 14, 
1854, at Mount Holly, N. J., and in 1873 was 
graduated in the mathematical and engineer¬ 
ing course at Cornell. After engaging in 
railroad engineering and teaching school he 
studied law and was admitted to the bar in 
Boston. While practising this profession he 
wrote a number of text books and lectured 
on economics and sociology. From 1897 to 
1900 he was professor of history and political 
science in the Kansas Agricultural College. 
Since 1892 he had been lecturer in law at 
Boston University. He was professor of 
political science and dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts in Ruskin University, in Mis¬ 
souri, and director of the department of his¬ 
tory in the Bureau of Economic Research, 
Washington. He travelled in Europe and 
America studying railroads and co-operative 
institutions, and lectured in many cities. Pro¬ 
fessor Parsons was the author of a number 
of works, including “The World’s Best 
Books,” “Our Country’s Need,” “The Drift 
of Our Time,” “The New Political Economy,” 
“The City for the People,” “The Story of 
New Zealand,” “The Railways, the Trusts 
and the People,” and contributed to many 
magazines. 

Professor Ernest Francisco Fenellosa, 
the well-known educator, is reported to have 
died on September 25, as he was about to sail 
for America. Professor Fenellosa was born 
in Salem, Mass., February 18, 1853. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1874, and from 
1878 to 1880 was professor of political econ¬ 
omy in Tokio University, Japan. From 1880 
to 1886 he was professor of philosophy and 
logic in the same institution, and from 1886 
to 1887 he was Imperial Fine Arts Commis¬ 


sioner of Japan. He then became professor 
of aesthetics and manager of the Tokio Fine 
Arts Academy and manager of the art de¬ 
partment of the Imperial Museum in Tokio 
for three years. Returning to this country 
he became curator of the department of 
Oriental art in the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, holding that place for six years, when 
he returned to Japan to become professor of 
English literature in the Imperial Normal 
School in Tokio until 1900. He afterwards 
lectured on Oriental subjects in this country. 
Professor Fenellosa was the author of two 
volumes of poems, “East and West” and 
“The Discovery of America and Other 
Poems,” an “Outline History of Ukiyo-Ye” 
and various monographs on Oriental art for 
the Boston Museum, and also on the art, lit¬ 
erature and history of Japan and China. 
Mrs. Fenellosa is an author, best known by 
her pen name of “Sidney McCall.” One of 
her works is the novel “Truth Dexter.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The author of “Joseph Vance” promises 
another novel, to be entitled “Blind Jim.” 

It is reported from Stockholm that this 
year’s Nobel prize for the best literary output 
will probably be awarded to Algernon Charles 
Swinburne. 

Seumas Macmanus, the Irish author, ar¬ 
rived in New York September 25. He will 
remain in this country during the winter to 
lecture in the large cities throughout the 
country. 

Dr. William Elliot Griffis has been hon¬ 
ored by the Emperor of Japan with the deco¬ 
ration of the Order of the Rising Sun, which 
is given only to distinguished foreigners vho 
have aided in the modern civilization of 
Japan. 

Professor Mahaffy has made arrange¬ 
ments to deliver his Lowell lectures at Bos¬ 
ton in December and January next. His sub¬ 
ject will be the obligations of modern civiliza¬ 
tion to the Greeks, and will cover diverse 
fields of science, art and philosophy. 

Preparations are being made in New 
Haven, Conn., to celebrate the 150th anni¬ 
versary of Noah Webster’s birth. Webster 
was a Connecticut man, having been born in 
Hartford, October 16, 1758. He entered Yale 
in 1774, served in the Revolutionary War in 
1777, and was graduated from Yale in 1778. 
Webster was already distinguished as an au¬ 
thor and journalist when, at the age of forty- 
three, he began work on his “American Dic¬ 
tionary of the English Language,” the first 
edition of which he brought out in 1828. 

Hollis Godfrey, whose “Man Who Ended 
War” has just been brought out by Little, 
Brown & Co., is a newcomer on the fiction 
field. He is not a new writer, however, for 
he has done much miscellaneous writing for 
the Boston Transcript , and is the author of a 
valuable set of papers on technical subjects, 
which have appeared in the Atlantic Monthly 
as well as of a serial which the Youth's Com- 
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panion will run. The man who ended war 
was a mysterious individual who wielded an 
unknown power by means of which he was 
able at will to force the nations to come to 
universal peace. The quest of a New York 
reporter, his scientist friend, and the latter’s 
sister to discover the man and the nature of 
his power gives Mr. Godfrey a chance to ex¬ 
ercise his most vivid imagination, and his 
fullest scientific knowledge. The book is a 
swinging tale of adventure, with a sweet and 
dainty love story to keep the balance of 
interest. _

entitled “An Alabama Student.” a collection 
of essays dealing with aspects of the life of 
physicians in the United States.

B. W. Dodge & Co. will publish shortly a 
novel by P. B. McCord, entitled “Wolf,” 
which gives a vivid picture of primeval hu¬ 
manity as it existed in the marshlands of the 
Mississippi valley. The book is illustrated by 
the author. 

John W. Luce & Co., Boston, will publish 
stortly “Evangeline,” in the Birch Bark 
Series, with illustrations and decorations by 
Wallace Goldsmith; also, “Love Songs and 
Lyrics,” by Miss Jessie A. Middleton, which 
will be brought out uniform in style with 
Miss Maynadier’s “A Perfect Strength.” 

John Lanf. Co. publish to-day “Dumouriez 
and the Defense of England Against Napo¬ 
leon,” by J. Holland Rose and A. M. Broadley, 
with reproductions of the plans of defense, 
portraits, etc.; also, “Kashmir, the Land of 
Streams and Solitudes,” by P. Pirie, with 26 
unusual plates in color and 100 reproductions 
of drawings in pen and ink. 

Duffield & Co. will add to their Shake¬ 
speare Library “Sources and Analogues of 
‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream,’ ” by Frank 
Sidgwick; “Much Adoe About Nothing,” in 
Dr. Furnivall’s Old Spelling Shakespeare, 
founded on the quartos and folios; also, 
“Cymbeline” and “As You Like It,” in the 
Lamb Shakespeare for the Young.
